Obama targets 
mortgages 

Barack Obama signaled a clear desire 
Wednesday to use a significant por- 
tion of $700 billion in financial bail- 
out funds to stanch foreclosures by 
helping struggling homeowners with 
their mortgages. 

Obama’s stance represents a policy 
clash with Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson, who has resisted proposals 
to use the rescue fund to help guar- 
antee reworked mortgages. 

In a sharper confrontation with 
the Bush administration, House 
Republicans on Wednesday warned 
Paulson and Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke that with- 
out greater accountability Congress 
will be in no mood to release to 
the Treasury the second half of the 
$700 billion. 

“The government has burned 
through nearly $350 billion of (bail- 
out) funds and is pledging trillions 
of dollars more through other pro- 
grams, yet little is understood about 
how these investments are con- 
tributing to the nation’s economic 
recovery,” 12 House Republicans, led 
by Minority Leader John Boehner, 
wrote to Paulson and Bernanke. ap

CHICAGO President-elect Obama named New 
Mexico Gov Bill Richardson as commerce secre- 
tary on Wednesday, filling a top economic post in 
troubled times and placing a second former cam- 
paign rival in his new Cabinet. 

Talking optimistically despite the recession, 
Obama also said, “We have everything we need 
to renew our economy we have the ingenuity and 
technology, the skill and commitment— we just 
need to put it to work.” 

The president-elect called Richardson a lead- 
ing “economic diplomat for America.” 

Obama seemed in a lighthearted mood as 
he made the announcement. Asked about 
Richardson’s recent decision to shave his beard, 
Obama joked that he was “deeply disappoint- 
ed.” He said he guessed Richardson decided 
to jettison the facial hair after his wife found it 
scratchy 

Richardson, 61, was UN ambassador and ener- 
gy secretary during the Clinton administration.

and he is in his second term as New Mexico’s 
governor. He also served seven terms in the 
House of Representatives. 

If confirmed by the Senate, he would take 
over a sprawling department that oversees the 
National Weather Service, the Census Bureau, 
economic development programs and more. 

One of the nation’s most prominent 
Hispanic politicians, Richardson pledged— in 
English and Spanish— to work to renew the 
economy 

Obama is considering another Hispanic politi- 
cian, California Democratic Rep. Xavier Becerra, 
to be US. trade representative, according to two 
Democratic officials speaking on a condition of 
anonymity ahead of an announcement for the 
position. 

Richardson was a contender for the State 
Department job, but Obama offered him the 
post as commerce secretary after choosing for- 
mer First Lady Hillary Clinton, another cam- 
paign rival, as his top diplomat.

Parking meter holidays will be a thing of 
the past under a proposed privatization of 
the city’s system a City Council committee 
approved Wednesday 

That detail came out during a hearing 
when Paul Volpe, City 
Hall’s chief financial 
officer, told aider- 
men there will be “no 
meter holidays” under 
the 75-year lease deal. 
That means parkers 
will have to feed the 
meters seven days a 
week, all year round, 
and on Sundays at 
locations where they 
currently don’t have 
to pay 

Aid. Tom Tunney 
(44th) suggested that new signs be posted to 
warn people that there will be no more free 
holiday or Sunday parking as of Jan. i. 

On Tuesday, city officials said the hours of 
operation for parking meters also would be 
standardized. 

Mayor Daley is asking aldermen to approve a 
lease of the meters to a private company that’s 
agreed to pay the city $1.2 billion to run the 
city’s system. The company would be allowed 
to raise rates every year for the next five years. 
Meters that cost a quarter for an hour would 
increase to $i an hour around Jan. i. 

At most meters, where a single quarter now 
buys 60 minutes, the charge will spike to $i 
per hour. And by 2013, it will cost $2 an hour 
to park in those same spaces. 

The most expensive spots downtown will 
increase from $3 an hour to $6.50 in the next 
five years under a lease deal Daley announced 
Tuesday 

Anticipating big shortfalls, Daley plans to set 
aside as much as $675 million of the one-time 
parking meter windfall to help balance the city’s 
budget. Last year, Daley had said the meter 
money would be kept in reserve instead.

CTA struts hybrid stuff 


Agency rolling out 
150 vehicles that are 
cleaner, more efficient

CTA officials showed off new hybrid buses 
Wednesday that carry more passengers and 
belch less emissions than the older vehicles 
they are replacing. 

The New Flyer articulated buses are 
plugged into electrical sockets at bus garages 
each night to recharge rooftop battery 
packs, which provide most of the power 
needed during operation the next day 

It marks a big improvement over the 
traditional method in winter of keeping bus 
motors running for long periods overnight 
to ensure the vehicles will start in the 
morning, officials said. 

Mayor Daley climbed aboard one of the 
new vehicles at the CTA’s 103rd Street bus 
barn, touting their fuel savings and reduced 
engine emissions of up to 50 percent. 

“The CTA will become part of a small elite 


group of transit agencies that have a sizable 
fleet of hybrid electric buses,” Daley said. 

The transit agency is acquiring 150 of 
the 60 -foot-long buses by next summer to 
replace buses dating to 1991 and 1995. So far, 
22 of the new buses are in service. 

But public health advocates said the 
CTA, which has more than 2,000 buses, is 
moving too slowly to improve air quality 

Only 30 percent of CTA’s buses are 
equipped with filters that can eliminate 
most of the soot from tailpipes, said Brian 
Urbaszewski, director of environmental 
health programs at the Respiratory Health 
Association of Metropolitan Chicago. 

Exposure to fine particulate matter 
causes lung cancer, asthma, heart attacks, 
strokes and premature death, he said. 

‘At the rate CTA is going, nearly 1,000 
CTA buses could be operating for another 
decade without diesel particulate filters,” 
Urbaszewski said, calling the CTA bus fleet 
one of the dirtiest in the nation. 

CTA officials disagreed, saying the diesel- 
electric bus saves fuel by using battery 


NEW AND IMPROVED 

The New Flyer articulated buses, which 
can carry up to 125 passengers, get up to 
3.6 miles per gallon, CTA President Ron 
Huberman said, versus the 2.4 mpg from 
the standard 40-foot-long buses they 
are replacing. Those older buses can 
accommodate only about 80 riders. 

power and running the engine at idle when 
the vehicle is traveling at up to 25 mph 
Engine power is increased only when the 
speed exceeds 25 mph, which in city traffic 
is not often. 

The new low-polluting hybrid buses cost 
about $i million each. 

The CTA is able to afford the $156 million 
deal, despite tough economic times, by leasing 
the buses for 12 years, then taking ownership, 
CTA President Ron Huberman said. 

The move is estimated to save the CTA 
almost $7 million annually in maintenance, 
labor and fuel costs by retiring aging 
buses.

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Guilty plea in failed 
Metra murder plot 

A Chicago man who agreed 
to kill his friend’s ex-wife, a 
Metra engineer, in exchange 
for crack cocaine and $500 
pleaded guilty Wednesday to 
shooting two Metra trains in 
a bizarre but failed murder- 
for-hire plot.

Man sentenced for

A man was sentenced 
Wednesday to 8 years in 
prison after pleading guilty 
in a car crash that killed 
a Chicago man in March.

No bail in 
Hudson case 


Despite his attorney’s assertion that the case 
against his client was circumstantial and 
based on unreliable witnesses, bail was denied 
Wednesday for the estranged brother-in-law 
of Oscar-winning actress Jennifer Hudson 
who has been charged with killing three 
members of her family 

William Balfour, 27, was charged Tuesday 
with three counts of first-degree murder and 
one count of home invasion. 

Joshua Kutnick, Balfour’s defense attorney, 
also told Judge Raymond Myles on Wednesday 
that there were no witnesses to the slayings 
and no connection between Balfour and the 
weapon that was believed to have been used 
in the shootings. 

“Thus far it is my impression and William’s 
impression that he has been painted as guilty 
in this case,” Kutnick said. “And that is untrue 
and unfortunate. We implore the public to 
keep an open mind.” 


At the hearing, prosecutors outlined a case 
that is in large measure circumstantial, includ- 
ing the previously undisclosed fact that gun- 
shot residue was found on the steering wheel 
of Balfour’s car, which, authorities said, he 
had driven that morning to the Hudson home 
and later moved after the murders. 

New Cook County State’s Atty Anita 
Alvarez said prosecutors “approved charges 
on this case because we believe that we have 
enough evidence to support our burden.” 

Alvarez, who was sworn into office Monday 
said authorities would continue to look for 
more evidence in the case. 

Balfour had been the prime suspect 
in the case since the bodies of Hudson’s 
mother, Darnell Donerson, 57, and brother, 
Jason Hudson, 29, were discovered in their 
Englewood home Oct. 24. Hudson’s nephew, 
7-year-old Julian King, was found days later, 
shot to death in an SUV

White House 

a uiet on Ryan 
emency 

The White House on Wednesday acknowl- 
edged receiving Sen. Dick Durbin’s request 
for executive clemency for former Gov 
George Ryan, but the administration isn’t 
saying much about the likelihood of President 
Bush granting it. 

Also Wednesday, President-elect Obama’s 
office said it wasn’t “appropriate” for Obama 
to get involved in the controversy that has 
developed over requests for clemency for 
Ryan, who was convicted in 2006 on federal 
corruption charges. 

‘As the incoming president, he doesn’t feel 
it appropriate to involve himself in pardon 
and commutation decisions at this time,” said 
a statement from the Obama camp. 

Bush spokeswoman Dana Perino noted 
Bush recently granted executive clem- 
ency to more than a dozen people before 
Thanksgiving and said she “wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if there were more before he leaves 
office, but I couldn’t tell you how many and I 
certainly couldn’t tell you who.” 

Though Perino spoke of a pardon, which 
would wipe away Ryan’s criminal history 
record, Durbin, a Democrat and the state’s 
senior senator, is requesting a commutation. 
That would leave intact Ryan’s criminal con- 
viction history but shorten his prison sentence 
to time served. Ryan is incarcerated at a federal 
correctional facility in Terre Haute, Ind. 

Perino is familiar with Ryan, however. She 
obtained her master’s degree in public affairs 
reporting from the University of Illinois at 
Springfield in 1995, during Ryan’s tenure as 
secretary of state, and she served her intern- 
ship covering the Illinois Statehouse for the 
CBS affiliate in Champaign. 


Reward program 
targets dogfighting 

Law enforcement authorities Wednesday 
announced a new reward program that would 
give up to $5,000 for information that leads to 
the arrest and conviction for anyone involved in 
illegal dogfighting. The announcement comes 
just weeks after a tipster provided information 
that allowed Cook County Sheriff’s police to 
raid a dogfight in a crowded Englewood base- 
ment. 

Jordan Matyas, Illinois director of the

None immediately responded to phone and 
e-mail inquiries seeking comment. 
Jdimytai Damour, 34, had been hired 


by an employment agency as a temporary 
worker at the Wal-Mart store in Valley 
Stream and had been on the job about a 
week when he died, said his family’s law- 
yer, Jordan Hecht. 

The 6 -foot-5, 270 -pound man died of 
asphyxiation after being crushed early 
Friday morning by the crowd, which broke 
down the electronic doors in frantic pur- 
suit of bargains. 

Authorities suspect that because he 
was as big as an NFL lineman, Damour 
was placed at the entrance of the store to 
assist with crowd control.

That left Rice to say Pakistan bears a 
“special responsibility” to help get to the 
bottom of the attacks while awkwardly 
declining to finger Pakistani militants 
outright. 

Mukherjee said the view that the Mumbai 
attacks were based in Pakistan is broadly 
shared around the world, putting Rice on 
the spot. She said she would not prejudge 
an investigation into the attacks.

Human noise 
drowns out 
song of whales 

The songs that whales and dol- 
phins use to communicate, ori- 
ent themselves and find mates 
are being drowned out by human- 
made noises in the world’s oceans, 
UN officials and environmental 
groups said Wednesday 

That sound pollution— 
everything from increasing 
commercial shipping and seismic 
surveys to a new generation 
of military sonar— is not only 
confounding the mammals, it also 
is further threatening the survival 
of these endangered animals. 

Studies show that these 
cetaceans, which once 
communicated over thousands of 
miles to forage and mate, are losing 
touch with each other, the experts 
said. 

“Call it a cocktail-party effect,” 
said Mark Simmonds, director 
of the Whale and Dolphin 
Conservation Society, a Britain- 
based NGO. “You have to speak 
louder and louder until no one can 
hear each other anymore.” 

An indirect source of noise 
pollution may also be coming from 
climate change, which is altering 
the chemistry of the oceans and 
making sound travel farther 
through sea water, the experts 
said.

Replay turned 1-yard TD run 
into technological milestone

PHILADELPHIA All sports TV directorTony Verna wanted was away to 
fill those boring gaps during a football telecast. 

Quarterback throws ball, receiver catches ball, team walks back to 
huddle. There was so much time between plays, Verna joked fans could 
go eat a sandwich. There had to be away to beef up the telecast, to give 
fans a new way to look at the game— or even something as simple as 
looking at the same play again. 

Once Verna had his instant idea, sports on TV would never be the 
same. 

It’s been 45 years since Verna and CBS used instant replay for the 
first time in the Dec. 7, 1963, Army-Navy game. 

The innovation was first used on a routine i-yard TD run. Upon 
further review, there may be no greater technological advancement 
to the games we watch and how we watch them in the 45 years since 
that play 

Verna, 75, who called the first replay, takes a look back at that day in 
his book “Instant Replay: The Day That Changed Sports Forever.” 

In the 1950S and early ’60s, blink and you missed the play forever. 

“I’ve got to find a way for people to see what I saw in the truck,” 
said Verna, who lives in Woodland Hills, Calif “It was all in my mind. 
How do I do it?” 

Verna never mentioned his idea to the announcers until he rode 
with Lindsey Nelson and Terry Brennan in a cab the morning of the 
game. “Tbu’re going to do what?” Verna recalled Nelson saying. 

Verna told Nelson that he couldn’t mention the possible use of 
instant replay in the game in case it didn’t work and the network 
couldn’t deliver on its promise. 

Verna said he tried at least six or seven times in the game to debut 
instant replay, only to have some sort of glitch derail the plan. Navy 
led 21-7, and the game was almost over when the perfect moment 
struck. 

Army quarterback Rollie Stichweh broke a tackle from i yard out 
and scored a touchdown. When Verna watched the pre-roll played 
back, he saw clean video. There was no rehearsal— it was time to 

go- 

“I shouted into Lindsey’s ear, ‘This is it!’ ’’Verna wrote in his book. 

Viewers saw the replay seconds later. “This is not live!” Nelson 
screamed. “Ladies and gentlemen. Army did not score again!” 

The black-and-white recordings were played at the same speed and 
were indistinguishable from live video. 

“When that thing came back right away, I almost fell out of my 
chair,” Verna said. “We didn’t use it again. It was so hard.” 

That was the only use of replay in the game and it wouldn’t be used 
again until a month later in the 1964 Cotton Bowl. 

While replay was a rousing success, Verna said he “made a lot of 
enemies, but not any money”

It’s good to be bad 




Greetings, fellow burger lovers! How kind 
of you to join me once again on my quest for 
the perfect patty 

This month, on the advice of a kind reader, 

I ventured to Villains Bar & Grill to try the 
10 -ounce sirloin burgers. The selection was 
fine indeed: seven burgers— nine if you count 
the turkey and garden burgers— with clever 
names that glorify crimes befitting gangsters 
of yore. Options start basic with The Classic Hit 
($8), a standard burger with lettuce, tomato, onion 
and pickles, and work their way up to fully loaded 
creations such as the Super Villain ($11), with bacon, 
Swiss cheese, guacamole, caramelized onions, let- 
tuce and tomato. 

A hip neighborhood spot. Villains isn’t as rough 
around the edges as the name might suggest. I did, 
however, spot signs behind the bar announcing 
the presence of “Kick-ass food, killer beer.” Now, a 
proper gentleman such as the Great Burgerelli gen- 
erally demurs from such coarse language, but in this 
case, it’s simply too fitting to deny 

Burgerelli’s breakdown 

The burger: Most delightful! My burger was a 
lovely medium rare with a juicy center and nicely 
charred exterior. Best of all, steam was still rising off 


the patty after several bites. If you’re the sort who 
doesn’t appreciate a little char on the edges of your 
burger, take note: Villains may not be for you. The 
Great Burgerelli, however, is not that sort of fellow 

The bun: At first bite, I found much here to like. 
But after a few more juicy bites, I noticed that the 
bottom half of the bun was far too thin. The Great 
Burgerelli certainly doesn’t mind a bit of burger 
juice, but this bun was soaked through. 

The fixings: I have few quibbles here. Lettuce and 
tomato were crisp and fresh and cheese was evenly 
melted. More indulgent toppings were mightily 
delicious, though not always as advertised— “cara- 
melized onions” were really just grilled onions, and 
“avocado” turned out to be guacamole. 

Everything eise: Oh, there is nothing finer than 
a well-cooked tot! Villains’ tater tots were a most 
appealing specimen, crisp on the outside and soft 
and steamy inside. The Great Burgerelli, who’s been 
known to enjoy a tipple from time to time, also was 
quite pleased to find the genial chap behind the bar 
pouring fine ales such as Lagunitas Brown Shugga 
($5) and Surly Darkness ($7). 

Burgereiii’s bottom iine:The burgers at this unas- 
suming little South Loop bar more than passed 
muster. If this is the life of a true villain, the Great 
Burgerelli may need to consider a career change.

It’s another raucous Friday night in 
Wrigleyville, but neighborhood bar Guthries 
Tavern isn’t filled with thumping techno, 
obnoxious dancing, earsplitting karaoke and 
the other trappings of the typical nightlife 
scene.

Much to her chagrin, McCann, 25, has 
one fewer “pie” piece than tablemate Troy 
Hutchinson. 

“I’m competitive, and I really want to beat 
him in this,” she tells RedEye. “It’s what keeps 
me coming back.” 

McCann’s addiction to gaming glory is 
spreading throughout Chicago, where a 
growing number of twentysomethings seem 
inclined to break out dice, cards and spinners. 
Dozens of bars, coffee shops and dedicated 
game shops in the Windy City offer free board 
games for play, said Jeremy Murphy, co-owner 
of Chicagoland Games, an Edgewater store 
that opened in early November and caters 
primarily to the hard-core gaming crowd. 

“I think we’ve watched the market grow in 
Chicago,” Murphy said. “Some of the stereo- 
types are true— we still have 40 -year-old vir- 
gins sometimes— but you see all sorts of new 
people playing all the time.” 

Sales of board games and puzzles in the U.S. 
are up 8 percent in 2008, according to the mar- 
ket research firm NPD Group. 

Reyne Rice, a trends specialist for the Toy 
Industry Association, thinks winter weather 
has a lot to do with the board-game boom. 

“I think you’re seeing it a lot in cold 
weather cities this year,” Rice said. “With the 
economy the way it is, people are going to 


TOP BOARD GAMES 

Sales of new board games are growing 
in the U.S., according to market research 
firm NPD Group. Retail sales reached 
$780 million for the 12 months ending 
October 2008, which is up 8 percent from 
the same period ending October 2007. 

An NPD Group spokesman said since 
playing games is a group experience, most 
sales are tagged for “multiple recipients,” so 
the company is unable to break down sales 
by age demographics.

the movies less, taking fewer vacations and 
instead are taking ‘staycations.’ They’re hang- 
ing out with friends and family and playing 
these games.” 

Toy giant Hasbro has taken notice of the 
number of younger adults who play board 
games and is directly marketing a new party 
game called “Partini”— a collection of six drink- 
ing-themed party games — squarely at them. 

“It’s definitely a big market for us,” said 
Mike Hirtle, head of Inventor Relations 
for Hasbro. “Party games like Taboo and 
Pictionary are as popular as ever.” 

Roommates Allison Cote and Leah 
Diedrich, also at a recent Guthries game 
night, played a sanitized board game version 
of a familiar R-rated party game called Marry, 


Date, or Dump. 

“Shakira’s hips don’t lie; I’d definitely date 
her,” said Cote, 26, of Wrigleyville as she 
flipped a card with three pop stars’ names 
printed on it. 

Though board games might seem like a 
quaint entertainment option in the era of 
TbuTube, Blu-ray movies and Nintendo Wii, 
Tim Walsh, the inventor of TriBond and 
author of a game and toy history book called 
“Timeless Toys,” said speculation about the 
genre’s demise has been going on for decades. 

“When video games came out in the ’80s, I 
remember people were predicting then that 
board games would die out,” Walsh said. “But 
they don’t, I think, because they’re relatively 
cheap, they’re entertaining and you get that 
social interaction that’s not the same when 
you’re behind a computer screen.” 

According to Murphy, twentysomethings 
are becoming gaming hobbyists because 
many grew up playing sophisticated, card- 
based games such as Pokemon and Magic: 
The Gathering. 

Mike Samuels, 19, admits that he’s part of 
that demographic. He estimates he spends 
more than 20 hours a week at Chicagoland 
Games playing games like Arkham Horror, a 
game based on the work of 1920s author H.P 
Lovecraft that often takes three or four hours 
to play 

‘A lot of my friends are here, and I love the 
socializing, the competition and the strategy,” 
Samuels said. ‘All of it attracts me.” 

For Justin Sheehan of Rogers Park, the 
pleasure of going to Guthries twice a week is 
simple. 

“What can I say? I like beer and board 
games,” said Sheehan, 26. “You can go and 
hang out with people that aren’t even gamers 
and play a social game like Apples to Apples, 
and it’s just a lot of fun.”

Simple, fun and short: three words 
that describe some of the most 
popular board games among 
young adults in Chicago. 

That’s no coincidence, says 
Reyne Rice, a trends specialist for 
the Toy Industry Association. 

“Dedicating three to four hours 
to a game like Monopoly can be 
tough for most people,” she said. 
“The big thing right now is ‘game 
snacking,’ where you and your 
friends only have to play a game 
for 20 minutes to an hour.” 

Will Jenkins, a 28-year-old 
Lakeview accountant, said he likes 
to play Scrabble because of its 
ease and simplicity. 

“I never liked those boring 
games where it takes all night,” 
he said. “I always wanted to quit 
halfway through.” 

Game companies seem to be 
catching on to the trend. Recently, 
Hasbro introduced a new version 
of Risk with new rules to ensure 
than a game can be played in 
less than an hour. Rio Grande 
Games President Jay Tummelson 
suggested that the current 
popularity of European games 
among adults could be due to 
these same factors. 

“I think the German games 
are really popular right now 
because they can be played in 
an hour, yet there are a lot of 
strategy and tactics involved,” said 
Tummelson, who noted that sales 
of his company’s reproductions 
of German board games like 
Carcossone increased by 
50 percent this year. “It’s not all 
luck or a roll of the dice.” r.s.

Hawaii already lures millions of tourists each 
year, but now the state has another draw: 
President-elect Obama. 

The sole existing Obama- 
related tour is a 90 -minute 
stroll through the middle- 
class Honolulu neighbor- 
hood where Obama spent 
most of his preteen and 
teenage years. It’s led byjack 
Christenson, who goes by 
the moniker Uncle Jack. 

Christenson said he start- 
ed his Obama neighborhood 
excursion a few weeks ago 
so tourists can go to “the place where it hap- 
pened. That brings reality to it.” 

His tour includes a walk past the apart- 
ment tower where Obama and his late grand- 
mother, Madelyn Dunham, lived. There also 
are stops outside Punahou School, which 
Obama attended from 1971 until high school 
graduation in 1979, a smaller apartment build- 


ing where Obama’s mother and sister lived 
briefly, and the Baskin-Robbins ice cream 
parlor where he worked. 

Besides Uncle Jack, at 
least two other entrepre- 
neurs are preparing their 
own for-profit tours. And 
other established businesses 
have for months been sell- 
ing T-shirts festooned with 
Obama’s name or visage. 

Obama’s legacy here 
should help promote Hawaii 
as a tourist destination, said 
Juanita Liu, the interim 
dean of the School of Travel 
Industry at the University of Hawaii. 

“Hawaii has traditionally been associated 
with sun, sand, recreation and leisure, and 
now we have the person in the highest office 
in the country,” she said. “So it gives Hawaii 
greater credibility as well as visibility” 

Besides the sites where Obama lived or was 
schooled, there isn’t much to see for those 


curious about his Hawaii history 

There’s Sandy Beach, where he surfed as a 
teenager and swam as a presidential candidate 
during his vacation last August; the Chowder 
House restaurant, where a modest window 
sign advertises that the former senator was a 
customer; and other similarly ordinary spots. 

That is not deterring Mitch Berger, presi- 
dent of Guides of Oahu. He said customers 
have increasingly asked where Obama lived. 
So he plans to start minibus tours of just 
Obama-related sites soon. 


“I’m continually getting questions on 
things that shaped the man who is to become 
our 44th president,” he said. 

Another effort, to be called Obama Ohana 
Tour, expects to start up before Inauguration 
Day on Jan. 20, said Dianne Washington-Kay 
who along with a friend, Mike Irvine, is devel- 
oping the business. 

“If people come here and see why this 
island produced this kind of individual,” said 
Washington-Kay, “that will broaden their 
view as to why Hawaii is a melting pot.”
